LONDON, July 2 2 —Adolf H itler asserted in an order of the day to 
G erm an troops today th at an attem pted coup d ’etat by "a sm all circle of 
unscrupulous officers" had been crushed, and expressed confidence the 
army "will fight with exemplary obedience and loyalty until victory is 
ours in spite of all " 
"By Immediate and vigorous action by loyal officers and mqn of the 
arm y at home, the traitor clique was wiped out or arrested in the m atted 
of a few hours," littler said. 
"A small circle of unscrupulous officers 
had

an attem pt to 
m urder me and the general staff and to seize power in the state," but 
"providence caused the attem pt to m iscarry.” 
His order, an obvious attem pt to reassure hts own followers in arm y
